Charges Made That Many 

People Voted That- Were 

Not Entitled to Vote 



BALLOTS PRINTED WRONG 



The wets of Avon appeared in county 
court late Friday afternoon and Hied a 
petition in. which they seelc to contest 
the local option election held on April 
4, at which time the drys won by a 
majority of 19 votes, thereby putting 
out of busineus four aaloons in Grays- 
lake and three in Round Lake. The 
petition was filed by John Melberg, 
Joseph J. Amann, Wni. H Brandatet- 
ter, Harry J. Wheelock and George T. 
Cleveland. 

The petitioners set forth that on the 
reg:ular town ticket there appeared the 
following two propositions: 

FIRST— ';ShaU this town become 
antt-fl&loon territory?" 

SECOND— ''Shall a gravel tax of 
fifty (60c) cents on one hundred ($100) 
dollars mtsesaed valuation be levied for 
three years to be used on roads as 
specifled in petitions in the clerks 
■office." 

On a canvass of the vote by tbe 
Judges and clerks of election* according 
to the petitioners, it was declared that 
375 affirmatiya votes and 356 vegatEve 
votes bad been cast on the local option 
question; and that the gravel tax pro- 
position had..been carried, the total 
vote being 759. 

Tbe petitioners set forth the fbllow- 
ing facts on lnforniatfoil'and''l>eHef:' 

1— Thftt they have been informed and 
believed that ballots were incorrectly 
and erroneously recorded bj cUrka of 
election; and that they believe that the 
proposition of creating anti-saloon ter- 
ritory received leas than a majority 
vote, -.•••_r*, ■ ■ 

2— That, several ba)M9 were counted 
for the .affirmative side when they 
should biive been counted for the nega- 
tive side. 

3— That many votes were cast by 
those who were not qaalifled to vote. 

4— That all ballots, Includins all those 
objected to and not counted for other 
reasons, wei^e not preserved carefully 
by the Judges and clerks as required by 
law. 

&— That the election was illegal and 
void because the gravel tax propoHition 
appeared on the same ballots with 
the local option question. 

The petitioners asUed that the town 
clerk of Avon be instructed to brinR the

Every since the dis- 
covery of Ernest Lehman, aged 24 
years, a care taker of the Geo. John-

Dr. ^SchaeflTer was summoned from 
Grayslake. It took but a moment for 
the physician to see that the wound 
would prove fatal. He devoted his at- 
tention then to applying raatoratires in 
hope that the victim might be revived 
to such an extent that he could tell how 
the shooting took place and who his 
assailant was if a murderous' attack 
had taken place. The effort was only 
partly succeasful.

. by, at least six pcraons were- killed, 
nnd nearly forty Injured. 

The only person among the killed 
BO far identined la Jeannette Clark, 
daughter of William Clark, president 
of.tho Westerly mill of the American 
\ Thread company. 
, Among the more seriously hurt are: 
Edward P. Barher. 
William Barber. 
W. H. Blinn, Now York, 
Mrs. Calbert Cattroll.

WILSON WATCHED'EXHIBITION 



Thompson Says He Made" Ascent" to 
Accelerate Sentiment In Favor of 
Aerial Preparedness — Will Raid 
Twenty Cities. 



Washington. April 18.— DeLloyd 
Thompson, an aviator, of Washington, 
Pa., soared 3.000 feet over this city on 
Saturday night and dropped itOO excel- 
sior-filled bombs on the city. 

.Mr. Thompson said he made the 
ascent as a demonstration to membere 
of congress and to Washington citi- 
zens to accelerate sentiment In favor 
of nntlonal aerial propuredncss. Pres- 
ident Wilson witnessed the exhibition 
from the White House. 

Tho "bombs" exploded 1,000 feet 
above the ground. 2,0(10 feet beneath 
tho driver's machine. Thoy spread In 
mighty star cmanatlops and dropped 
III a shower of flro. 

"Had I used real, effective explo- 
sives of the deadly order." said the 
aviator. "1 could have blown tho White 
House nnd the eapltol off tho map. 
Aerial attack Is the only attack we 
openly invito by total unprepared- 
nesB. Not a single antl-alreiaft gun Is 
in tho country. 

"I am going to 'raid' 20 big cities in 
the United States within the next eight 
weeks. When I get through 1 am sure 
every voter In tho country will ho 
aroused to preparedness In every 
brnncli. but for aviation In particu- 
lar." 

At tho Washington barracks offi- 
cers said that searchlights liad picked 
up the Invader without difllculty and 
that tho guns could have riddled It be- 
fore its object had been attained.

overflowing with a reatlesa sea 
twinkling lights; tho windows and bal- 
conies of tho houses facing throe aldea 
of the square were ablaze with flicker- 
ing tapors, and oven tho eouraca of tho 
church and Its boll towers wore out- 
lined by the tiny flames. Tho stars 
above looked palo and scattered In 
comparison. 

Tho king and queen and other mem- 
bers ot tho royal family, also govern- 
ment ofllclaia and noted guests, sat 
upon tho edgo of the platform erected 
In tho center ot tho square. 
,At length, tho choir boys emerged 
from tho doora of the cathedral, fol- 
lowed by tho chanting priests, and 
Anally by the metropolitan himself, ar- 
rayed In gorgeous robes, with a mltor 
on hla head and a bishop's crook In his 
band. 

The procession aBccnded tho plat- 
form whero the vonorahlo, kind-heart- 
ed man, with flowing white beard. 
raised bis flngers In bleaslng over the 
waiting worshlperB, and the beautiful 
music of tho mass floated out on tho 
silent air. 

Besldo our breakfast plates, on Sun- 
day morning, lay a bright red Easter 
egg, an emblematic gift— freely ex- 
changed In Greece— but the chief 
event of this day of rejoicing was the 
dancing of tho soldiers and of the 
bodyguard of tho king. 

Tho latter took place In tho court- 
yard of the royal palace, nnd tho mem- 
bers of tho guard were attired, as al- 
ways. In the costume of ThesBaly. their 
native province. As. wo were unpre- 
pared for the Bight which met our 
eyes, our flrst Iraprcaalon wae that an 
automaton ballot chorus' waa running 
down. 

They wore very full-plalted sklrta of 
Gtarcbod white linen— atopping several 
Inches above the knee — white woolen 
tights, black garters, with cords and 
tassels and red pointed shoes with 
huge pompoms on tho tip of tho toes. 
A white linen shirt, a zouave Jacket 
with long flowing sleeves of whlto wool 
embroidered with black, nnd a red cap 
with a long black silk tassel reaching 
below tho Bhouldor completed thl» 
very unmllltary coBtumo. 

Monday waa a quiet day, distin- 
guished only by doubled carfares and 
the presence of numerous peasants 
from surrounding districts, wearing 
attractive provincial costume. 

The national Independence day fell 
on Holy Thursday, and being tber&- 
foro postponed was colebralcd on 
Tuesday morning. From our hotel bal- 



cony wo viewed tho proceaslon and 
attendant crowds. At the door of the 
palace across tho aquaro the king and 
queen stepped into, tbolr carriage. 
They woro followed In the proceaslon 
by the Crown Prince Conatantlno and 
bifl wife, tho slater of the kalflor. then 
by Prince George and hla- bride, the 
Bonaparte princess, whom the Greeks 
welcomed with open arms, ns the only 
member of the royal family who s 
6reok, since the Bonapartr family 
wore residents of Corsica while It was 
Greek territory. Napoleon being horn 
only a few daya after Ha transfer to 

France. . i i,« 

Tho proceaslon, accompanied oy 
bands of music and a hrilllant array 
of mounted aoldlera, proceeded to the 
church of tho metropolitan whore 

mass waa held. „ , „ 

On the afternoon of Knster Tuesday 
all eyes woro turned toward Mcgara. 
distant from Athena two hours by 
train, where the far-famed peasant 
dances take place. 

In tho large public square of tho 
little town tho women, dressed In hol- 
iday attire. Joined hands altornatoly 
acroaa each other, forming long, 
straight lines, and danced, flrst In one 
direction and then In tho opposite, a 
porformanco of no special grace or 
beauty, but made attractive by their 
pretty faces and curious costumes, ana 
the great numbers of llnca, tripping 
one way and thon tho other. 

Beneath tho black skirts bordered 
with a broad, red band bung several 
Inches of handmade thread laco. from 
tho whlto petticoats, tho prldo of the 
induatrtoua wearer. The tight black 
bodices and yellow head scarfs were 
adorned, with many loopa of allyer 
and gold coins, the dowries of the 
w6nrera, and some of the more wealthy 
were resplendent In trimming of gold 
lace. They wore pleased when we ad- 
mired tho beauty of the embroidery 
which their own hands had wrought 
on tholr aprons of bright-colored s Ik. 
Tho crowd of spectators encircling 
tho dancers was ao dense that we took 
refuge In a balcony that overlooked 
the aquaro and gained a moat compro- 
honalvo nnd picturesque view. Here 
and there tho long lines formed nto a 
circle and a single man. attired In the 
abbreviated costume ot the Thcsaalo- 
nlans or in a checked gingham Jumper 
with an equally short, full-ruffled skirt, 
led. the national dance wo had seen In 
Athens, to tho accompaniment of 
stringed Instruments. 

And thus closed tho Easter featlvl- 
tiea. but not tho holidays, for tho pan- 
Hellenic games were celebrated for 
four days, beginning with Thursday— 
In tho wonderful ancient stadium, re- 
stored to pristine glory by tho munlfl- 
cence of a Greek of Alexandria. 

Tho gamoa engaged In by athletes 
from all parts of Greece were um- 
pired by Crown Princo Constantlne, 
while tho royal aeata, covered with 
crimson velvet, were occupied by other 
mcmhera of tho royal family. 

There were tho usual running, wres- 
tling pole vaulting, hammer throwing 
and shot putting, but tho day of great- 
est Interest waa on Sunday, when the 
Marathon race was run— begun at tho 
Bcene of tho battle, and covering tho 
courso ot the original runner, who 
bore tho news of tho defeat of the 
Perslana. As tho flrat man camo Into 
sight the groat middle gates wera 
thrown open— tho only timo they aro 
over unlocked, and tho runners fin- 
ished tbolr 26-mllo race between tha 
goal posts at tho upper end of the 
stadium, amid tho deafening choera 
of the waiting audience.

STO^RING MANURE FOR GARDEN

A common practice Is to manure tho 
garden every year, lato in the fall or 
before planting in tho spring, no fui^ 
ther attention being given. This prac- 
tice, however, Is not the best. 

The manure for tho garden abould 
ho kept in a largo box with; a. lid or 
BO screened that flies cannot enter It. 
Manure heaps are the natural -breed- 
ing places of these peats' and'.'lf tliey 
are allowed to remain near the house, 
uncovered, will prove a great nui- 
sance. 

A good plan is to use a very cloaa 
wiro Bcrecn nailed to a frame with- 
hinges for tho top. Tho manure should 

bo spaded often on the top so that th& 

water from tho clods or the sprinkling 

pot may penetrate to all portions' 

of it. 
If kept In a box a spout should bo 

placed In one corner, at the bottom,. 

BO that tho water may drain into a- 

aunken barrel. 
This will supply liquid mauuro'i 

which can bo used at all soasona whenj 

vegetables and flowers aro growing. 
Tho manure In tho bottom ahould bO' 

worked over once or twice a month,, 

working tho bottom to tho top eo that- 

the entire heap may rot. 
Manure may bo kept in thia way ir 

the boxes are placed at the farthest 

end of tho garden and -If surrounded! 

with vines their presence will never! 

bo noticed from tho dwelling. » 



bdontooloESum Grandl— "The Baby 
Orchid."

enterfd the victim's stomach near the 
lower end of the breast bone, and came 
out at a lower point, the shot struck, 
the ceilinfj rather than the floor. 

4— The fact that the shot gun from 
which the charge was fired was found in 
its cfBe in the next room, although the 
victim dropped to the floor immediately 
after the shot was fired. 

The sole suspicion that the youth 
inight not have • come to his death 
through self-infliction of the wound rests 
upon fiction of thft father. The latter it 
IS paid, time and again asked the boy, 

•'You shot yourself, didn't you Ern- 
est?" 

The parent seemed to wiflh to avert 
all suspicion that he had a part in the 
tragedy. 

The men who gathered when they 
heard the report of the gun, assert the 
young man at no time admitted having 
killed himself. His weakened condition 
prevented him from saying much. 

LATER— The verdict of the cornera 
jurv who considered the case at the Fox 
Lake town hall Monday was that the 
deceased came to his death by suicide. 
Suspicious facts that indicated a possi- 
ble murder caused the inquest to be 
postponed several days. Witnesses 
testified that while'Lehmann steadfast- 
ly denied suicide he also denied that his 
father had fired the shot. The elder 
Lehman told of the finding of his sons 
body and said that it is possible that he 
may have picked up the gun and placed 
it in the next room although he could 
not remember the act. After carefully 
considering all evidence the jury agreed 
that the wound was self inflicted.

San Antonio, Tox., 
battle at Parral Inst 
which two American 
killed, was a dcllborato ambush of tbo 
United States forces by Boldlers of the 
Carranza garrison. 

This was made known In tho official 
report of tho fleht written by Major 
Frank Tompkins, which was forward- 
ed General Funston by. General Persh- 
ing on Sunday. 

Forty of tho Mexicans, Including 
one major and one civilian, were killed 
Iiy tho rotreatlne Amorleana. Two 
Americans woro killed and six wound- 
ed. Including Major Tompkins. His 
wound Is a slight one in tho foot. 

Major Tompkins reports ho was met 
outBido Parral by a Carranza officer. 
Invited into tho town, act upon by 
mixed troops and civilians, and driven 
out. to bo met by a flank attack of 300 
Carranza soldiers In battle formation. 
IliB orders from Washington, lie said, 
caused him to flco in defeat rather, 
than givo battle, for fear of offending 
Carranza. ■' 

Major Tompkins roportedono Amor- 
lean missing. It Is thought the mls- 
Biiig was tho courier sent ahuid of 
the American troops into Parral.

The report that un- 
armed men wont Into Parral appears 
to have been erroneous. 

Invited Into the City. 
Major Tompkins entered tbo town 
upon tho invitation of nn ofllcor of tho 
Parral garrison. Ho stated that the 
oiot hfm ten miles from Parral, Intro* 
iuced. himself, and urged Ulm to ac- 
cept tho hospitality of tiie military 
md civil authorities. 
• This fact, coupled with Major Tomp- 
kins' report of tho subsequent attaclc, 
caused officers hero to express tho 
nplnlon that ho and hia men had been 
ioltberatcly led Into a trap, although 
perhaps not with tho knowledge of 
General L.ozano, commanding ofllcer. 
Major Tompkins said that he 
narched his small detncli'roent qiiito 
jpcnly along tho trail Into tho city, 
jv'hero thoy were mot by General Lo- 
lano, who received them most gra- 
ciously. 

Tho elvlllan authorities arrived and 
joined In the courteous reception of 
:ho major and his troops. The Incl- 
lent appeared to be progressing with- 
DUt unpleasant .- features.

icans. Realizing that the action was 
that of a mob of civilians and of sol- 
diers who had gotten beyond the con- 
trol of their officers, Major Tompkins 
raa'V no stand, but retreated his men 
without making realstanco towards 
tho elty limits. Shouting crowds fol- 
lowed them, whllo stones and occa- 
sional shots, fell among them hut with- 
out doing great damage. 

It was after noon when Tompkins 
led his men Into a defensive position 
behind a railway embankment outside 
th« town. Tho mob respected tho ad- 
vantage the Americana had taken, but 
within a brief time there appeared on 
their flank a force of 300 Mexican 
troops— not civilians— who began In 
military fashion a formal attack. 
Hesitates to Fight. 
Major Tompkins was still averta 
to fighting In anything but a de- 
fensive manner against this force, 
since every bflleer who has entered 
Mexico wItJf the punitive force has 
had it impresBcd upon him that 
clashes with tho troops of the de facto 
government who aro supposed to bo 
cn-operating with them In their pur- 
suit of Villa and his haridlts must bo 
avoided. Also It soon became appar- 
ent that tho Mexicans' superiority In 
numbers made a retreat from the posi- 
tion behind the ombanlcment Impera- 
tivo. 

A retreat was begun that was ended 
only at Santa Cruz. Tiio Mexicans 
pursued them almost tho entire dis- 
tance' of the Intervening eight miles, 
tbo Americans contenting thcmselvoB 
witli a rear guard action. 

Major Tompkins and his two troops 
reached Santa Cruz just before dark 
and there met Colonel Brown and 
Major Young with a squadron of tho 
Tenth.. Later in the night Major 
Howzo arrived with his picked squad- 
ron, raaldng the, force there about C60 
men. .

Wants U. S. to Limit Force. 
Mexico City, April 17.— Tho Mexi- 
can government will Insist with In- 
flexible determination that any armed 
expedition of tho United States which 
enters Mexican territory In tho gulso 
of a punitive expedition must bo lim- 
ited to 1,000 men of one service alone, 
cavalry, according to a statement 
made by Juan Noftall Amador, sub- 
Bocrotnry of foreign relations. 

Carranza Orders U. S. Army Out. 
Washington, April 15.— A situation 
of extreme tension, involving, among 
other tjilngs.'tho possibility of an 
armed clash with tho de facto govern- 
ment of Mexico— or the withdrawal of 
American troops from Mexican terri- 
tory-faces tlic president and the 
American people. 

This situation has been produced 
by two grave developments. Tho moro 
Important Is the battle which took 
placG at Parral between an American 
forei! of 150 men and tho people and 
Carranza garrison of that olty. 

Whllo General Ohrogon, tho strate- 
gist of tho Mexican army, has given 
Instructions to prevent further flght- 
Ing. General Carranza declares "the 
excitement Is so great omong tho peo- 
ple that 1 fall to" know whether tho 
struggle can bo stopped." 

The second development grows out 
of a lengthy note, presented by direc- 
tion of General Carranza, charging 
President Wilson with bad faith In 
entering Mexico and closing with tho 
statement that It Is already time to 
treat about the withdrawal of tho 
American troops. 

This statement has been re-enforced 
by a dispatch presented to Secretary 
Lansing Insisting on the necessity of 
directing the return of the American 
forces from Mexican soil.
